1. According no source, Dr. Giro Trigo resigned as Bolivian Minister of Gcnremant* 
because ho found it impossible to control the actions of the Director General 

ft th ® Bolivian National lolice. Col. Isaac Vincenti«*, who was supposed to be 
his subordinate ,, Although the National Police is actually set up under the 
control of the Ministry of Govarnnent, Yincenti was the strong nan in the 
Ministry and would not talse orders from Trigo. Trigo had ordered Vince:, ti 
to disclsargs one of the trusted non in the National Police, and Yincenti 
flatly refused to carry out the order' 

2, irigo was given the position of Minister of Government on 29 June 1950 to fill 
tee vacancy caused by the resignation of the former Minister, and was expected 
cy the President to bo only a figurehead who would hold the position until 
Vxncenti took over on 1 Octobe r, 

1 r_Z_jS£SSSat» Dr* Trigo submitted his resignation to the President on 

4 August and acted that the resignation be accepted immediately. The President 
refused to accept the resignation until after the inaugural Joint cession of 
uhe Bolivian Confess on 6 Aurnat,, On 10 Atigust the resignation was accepted 
and on 11 Aurjucu Dr* Ponce va& mrnod Minin ter of Govonir.ient ,
